REPORT  OF  TOWN  MEETING 
March  13,  1979 


A  meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  North 
Hampton  qualified  to  vote  in  the  Town  affairs  and  holden 
in  the  School  Building  in  said  Town,  the  alphabetical  list 
of  the  voters  having  been  posted  and  subscribed  on  the 
back  thereof  by  the  Supervisors  of  the  Checklist,  was 
called  to  order  at  1:00  PM.  It  was  moved  and  seconded 
that  the  polls  remain  open  long  enough  afterthe  business 
meeting  to  give  everyone  an  opportunity  to  vote. 

At  7:40  PM  the  Moderator  declared  the  meeting  open 
and  announced  that  the  Polls  would  remain  open  long 
enough  afterthe  meeting  to  give  everyone  an  opportunity 
to  vote.  The  Moderator  stated  that  the  date  of  posting  of 
February  13,  1979  on  the  original  warrant  should  have 
been  February  23,  1979  and  recognized  same.  A  petition 
bearing  the  names  of  fourteen  (14)  legal  voters  of  the 
town  was  read  requesting  any  vote  of  money  articles  over 
$5,500.00  to  be  voted  upon  by  yes/no  secret  ballot  with 
the  checklist.  The  Moderator  accepted  the  wishes  of 
those  present  to  vote  on  such  articles  by  secret  ballot 
without  the  checklist. 

ARTICLE  I:  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  a  term  of  three 
years,  one  Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Col- 
lector of  Taxes,  and  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  years.

This  plan  is  now  14  years  old 
and  effective  updating  will  provide  a  sound  (and  inciden- 
tally a  legal)  basis  for  the  management  of  the  growth  of 
our  Town. 

We  welcome  aboard  several  new  faces.  Tom  Lambert 
and  Jay  Smith  have  joined  the  Fire  Department.  Beverley 
Frenette  is  competently  and  ably  filling  the  position  of 
Administrative  Assistant. 

Our  Town  Departments  continue  to  be  efficiently 
managed  and  are  a  credit  to  our  Town.  Fire,  Police,  and 
Highway  we  feel  are  second  to  none  in  the  State. 

In  conclusion  we  would  like  to  commend  our  many 
Board  and  Commissions.  The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment, the  Planning  Board,  the  Budget  Committee,  the 
Conservation  Commission,  the  Supervisors  of  the  Check 
List,  the  Highway  Safety  Commission,  the  Mosquito 
Control  Commmission,  the  Recreation  Commission,  and 
others  all  give  unstintingly  of  their  time,  are  unpaid, 
operate  within  a  framework  of  laws  frequently  difficult  to 
understand,  and  are  outstanding  in  their  work.  We  thank 
them. 

As  has  been  our  policy  in  the  past  your  Selectmen 
maintain  an  "open  door"  policy.  All  our  meetings  and 
deliberations  are  open  to  all.  We  invite  increased  citizen 
participation  in  all  Town  activities.  If  anyone  is  interested 
in  serving  on  any  Board  or  Commission  -  please  contact 
us.

Note  1.)  Funds  and  Accounting  Methods 

The  Town  Exhibits  and  Schedules  were  prepared 
under  the  governmental  accounting  concept,  which 
requires  specific  fund,  self-balancing  accounts.  These 
funds  account  for  all  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  in 
accordance  with  specific  fund  objectives. 

The  Town's  accounting  system  is  on  a  cash  basis  except 
for  the  accountability  of  taxes  and  accounts  receivable 
and  payable.  This  practice  in  consistent  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  for  municipal  fund 
accounting. 

Note  2.)  Long  Term  Indebtedness  and  Town  Borrowings 

Long  term  indebtedness  consists  of  an  unusual  loan 
payable  to  Indian  Head  Bank  of  Exeter  in  the  amount  of 
$24,000.  at  4.75%.  The  original  issue  date  was  April  24, 
1973.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

The  past  year  was  one  of  considerable  activity  in  the 
library.  Programs  included  such  old  favorites  as  story 
hour,  summer  reading  club,  and  art  and  hobby  exhibits. 
Successful  new  programs  varied  from  an  autograph  party 
with  Stillman  and  Helen  Hobbs,  a  mime  theater  presen- 
tation, after  school  movies,  to  chair  caning  and  Christ- 
mas decoration  classes.  The  Friends  of  the  Library 
sponsored  such  delightful  activities  as  the  mini-auction, 
children's  art  contest,  and  children's  Christmas  party. 
Because  of  the  Friends'  gift  of  $1500,  the  library  was  able 
to  purchase  new  thermal-lined  curtains  for  the  Fuller 
Room. 

In  an  effort  to  provide  more  popular  literature  on  a 
less  expensive  basis,  the  library  this  year  subscribed  to  a 
book  rental  plan.  In  building  the  permanent  collection 
emphasis  was  placed  on  reference,  periodicals,  and 
weeding  and  buying  new  ficiton  for  the  children's 
section. 

At  the  end  of  February  our  long-time  librarian 
Roberta  Craig  retired.  At  a  reception  for  her  at  the  library 
friends  came  to  say  thank  you  and  to  reminisce.  The 
meeting  room  was  named  in  her  honor.  Ruth  Schondel- 
meier  was  appointed  librarian  and  LucindaDionne  joined 
the  staff  as  assistant  librarian. 

The  winter  of  1979  with  intense  cold  and  little  snow 
was  hard  on  the  library's  plumbing  as  well  as  its  budget. 
This  was  somewhat  offset,  however,  by  the  mild  fall 
weather. 

The  Trustees  continued  efforts  to  broaden  their 
knowledge  of  the  changing  library  world  by  attending 
conferences,  workshops,  and  seminars.  The  citizens  of 
North  Hampton  are  urged  to  visit  their  library  during 
1980,  and  to  make  known  their  priorities  for  the  library  in 
the  coming  decade.

Also  added  to  the  adult  collection  were  150  books 
which  the  library  rents  from  the  McNaughton  Book 
Service.  Since  these  books  are  not  part  of  the  permanent 
collection,  they  are  not  included  in  the  figures  imme- 
diately above. 

This  year  we  began  a  regular  film  program  for  the 
children  called  the  Popcorn  Matinee.  Also  with  the 
assistance  of  Linda  Sherouse,  Librarian  at  the  Elemen- 
tary School,  the  library  held  class  visits  for  all  eight 
grades  at  the  school.  Each  grade  spent  one  morning  at 
the  library  getting  acquainted  with  what  the  library  has  to 
offer  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  HAMPTON 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  worked  closely 
with  the  Planning  Board  in  proposing  ordinance  and 
subdivision  regulation  changes  which  would  protect  the 
valuable  natural  resources  of  the  town.  We  were  parti- 
cularly gratified  to  have  the  final  phase  of  the  Wetland 
Zoning  passed  at  the  Town  Meeting  in  March.  Also 
passed  was  a  Conservation  Commission  sponsored 
article  which  allows  a  property  tax  exemption  on  real 
property  equipped  with  a  solar  heating  or  cooling  system. 

The  annual  "Clean-Up  Day"  held  in  April  was 
successful  with  57  students,  plus  eleven  trucks  driven  by 
adult  volunteers,  collecting  bottles,  cans  and  miscel- 
laneous trash  from  town  roadsides.  Our  "Clean-Up  Day" 
will  be  held  in  April  in  1980  and  any  assistance  from 
residents  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Conservation  Commission  members  participated  in 
a  very  informative  workshop  conducted  by  Jim  Hayden 
and  Russ  Kelsea  of  the  U.S.D.A.  Soil  Conservation 
Service,  demonstrating  actual  soil  testing  in  the  field.  The 
Soil  Survey  of  the  Town  will  be  completed  by  the  Spring 
of  1980. 

The  Commission  members  also  participated  in  afield 
trip  conducted  by  Dr.  Straus,  to  analyze  the  botanical 
nature  of  the  salt  marshes.  We  are  concerned  that  a  res- 
tricted tidal  flow  might  lead  to  an  eventual  loss  of  the 
valuable  salt  marshes  of  the  Town. 

Conservation  Commission  members  have  also  at- 
tended Open  Space  Conservation  and  Tidal  Wetlands 
Workshops,  Municipal  Law  Lectures,  Senate  hearings  in 
Concord  and  Regional  Conservation  Commission  meet- 
ings. 

The  Commission  is  presently  planning  a  Natural 
Resource  Study,  jointly  with  the  U.S.  Forest  Service,  the 
Cooperative  Extension  Service  and  the  Forestry  Depart- 
ment of  UNH. 
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The  Conservation  Commission  wishes  to  thank  the 
various  boards,  officials  and  citizens  who  have  assisted 
us  during  the  year.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Theft,  vandalism,  and  malicious  damage  followed  by 
motor  vehicle  offenses  are  still  the  major  problem  for  the 
Police  Department.  We  had  approximately  92  vandalism 
or  malicious  damage  complaints  and  82  thefts  reported. 
There  were  121  accidents  in  1979  with  two  deaths 
resulting,  one  involving  a  pedestrian.  We  have  had  one 
suicide. 

Last  year  the  Department  started  an  Explorer 
Program  along  with  other  Seacoast  Towns.  The  purpose 
of  the  Explorer  Post  is  to  assist  young  adults  who  would 
like  to  pursue  a  career  in  law  enforcement  or  broaden 
their  knowledge  of  the  function  of  a  Police  Department 
and  the  laws  of  the  State.  From  that  program  we  chose  a 
Cadet  who  attended  the  Cadet  Academy  for  one  week 
and  worked  with  the  Department  for  a  ten  week  period 
this  past  summer.  I  would  like  to  report  that  this  program 
was  a  great  success. 

The  town  is  still  growing  and  the  Department  wel- 
comes your  ideas  for  any  improvements  you  feel  should 
be  made.  We  would  like  to  thank  you  for  your  continued 
support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  HAMPTON 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  North  Hampton  Fire  Department  responded  to 
176  calls  of  various  causes  for  the  year,  which  is  15  less 
than  in  1978.  These  calls  consisted  of  56  Mutual  Aid,  40 
reported  structural  fires,  30  Automobile  Accidents  with 
P. I.,  26  miscellaneous,  1 1  grass  &  woods,  7  public  assits,  5 
auto  fires,  and  1  plane  crash. 

The  Fire  Loss  for  the  year  was  $100,000.00  with  two 
loss  of  life.  During  Fire  Prevention  Week  in  October,  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  principal  and  teachers,  activities 
were  held  at  the  North  Hampton  school,  sponsored  by  the 
fire  department.  These  consisted  of  a  Poster  Contest  and 
an  Essay  Contest.  There  were  films  shown  to  all  classes 
and  a  discussion  held  on  the  importance  of  escape  routes 
from  the  homes  in  case  of  fire.  We  feel  that  this  program 
was  well  accepted  by  both  the  faculty  and  students.  An 
open  house  was  held  at  the  Fire  Station  on  Saturday  of 
this  week  with  equipment  on  display.  This  was  attended 
by  150  residents  of  our  town. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank  everyone  who  has 
helped  the  fire  department  and  to  invite  anyone  inter- 
ested to  stop  in  the  station  and  see  the  equipment  the 
department  has  at  any  time. 

We  also  thank  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  for  their  twenty 
years  of  dedication  to  the  department  and  for  their 
support  and  endless  time.  In  speaking  for  all  the  men  of 
the  department  we  hope  the  girls  are  with  us  for  another 
twenty  years  with  their  support  and  time.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled 
through  a  cooperative  effort  between  town/city  fire 
organizations  and  the  State  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were 
passed  by  our  legislature,  the  State  Forester  has 
appointed  someone  in  each  municipality  as  a  Forest  Fire 
Warden  and  charged  him  with  the  responsibility  of  forest 
fire  prevention  and  control  within  his  town/city.  This 
person  may  ask  the  State  Forester  to  appoint  as  many 
Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  as  may  be  necessary  to 
efficiently  carry  out  his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten 
forest  fire  districts  with  a  full  time  District  Forest  Fire 
Chief  in  each  district.  The  State  organization  is  charged 
with  assisting  the  municipal  forest  fire  organization  in 
any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist 
with  forest  fire  suppression,  fire  cause  investigation,  pro- 
secution of  fire  law  violators  and  forest  fire  prevention 
programs.  Forest  fire  suppression  equipment  is  pur- 
chased through  State  bulk  purchasing  ability  and  sold  to 
local  forest  fire  organizations  at  one-half  cost.  Excess 
military  property  is  obtained  and  turned  over  to  town/city 
fire  departments  at  no  cost  to  local  departments  for 
conversion  into  fire  suppression  units.  This  cooperative 
arrangement  between  State  and  municipality  has  re- 
sulted in  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United 
States  with  less  than  one-haif  acre  of  woodland  burned  in 
each  fire  reported.

RECREATION  COMMISSION 

The  summer  program  ran  from  July  2nd  through 
August  17th  with  92  children  registered.  Again,  Jim

and  general  games  some  of  the  special  events  were:  a 
watermelon  feed,  pet  parade,  water  balloon  toss,  whiffle 
ball  tournament,  Softball  tournament,  morning  jogs, 
Junior  Olympic  events,  and  a  beach  day. 

In  order  to  reduce  expenses  there  were  only  three  out 
of  town  trips  this  year  compared  to  six  in  previous  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  HAMPTON 

AMBULANCE  CORPS 

The  Ambulance  Corps  has  been  very  busy  this  year. 
Members  have  responded  to  over  120  calls  for  help. 

Many  townspeople  do  not  realize  that  not  only  do  we 
not  cost  the  taxpayers  money,  we  save  them  money.  The 
Corps  is  entirely  volunteer  and  the  only  town  help  we 
have  is  in  the  dispatch  and  parking  of  the  ambulance  in 
the  fire  station.  Maintenance  is  done  by  the  fire  depart- 
ment, but  all  materials  are  bought  by  the  Ambulance 
Corps.  The  cost  to  the  town  to  have  an  ambulance  service 
in  town,  staffed  24  hours  a  day,  would  be  a  minimum  of 
$12,000  per  year.  This  also  would  cost  the  people  who 
need  it  $35.00  a  call. 

Our  Corps  has  been  fortunate  that  we  again  do  not 
have  to  raise  our  rates  and  they  stay  at  $7.50  per  member- 
ship. This  includes  the  entire  family.  This  is  done  only 
when  we  have  just  over  33%  of  all  town  families  on  our 
membership. 

The  Ambulance  Corps  has  been  very  fortunate  this 
year  with  people  thinking  of  us  at  their  times  of  loss  and 
giving  donations  to  us  in  lieu  of  flowers.  This  has  enabled 
us  to  buy  equipment  to  make  us  operate  more  efficiently 
and  able  to  give  better  quality  of  care.  This  is  also  a  way  to 
upgrade  our  present  equipment. 

The  members  voted  to  start  a  fund  to  enable  us  to 
purchase  a  new  ambulance  in  approximately  five  years. 
Our  present  ambulance  is  excellent,  but  to  maintain  the 
care  we  provide  the  town,  we  must  look  to  the  future. 
Members  also  continue  learning  new  skills  and  main- 
taining high  standards  of  care  by  drills,  seminars,  and 
relicense  tests  and  courses. 

We  do  not  have  space  to  thank  all  who  have  helped 
this  year  but  we  know,  like  our  volunteers,  that  they  feel 
good  that  they  have  been  able  to  help  when  needed.

During  fiscal  year  July  1,  1978  to  June  30,  1979,  734 
calls  were  made  to  residents  of  North  Hampton.

Of  these  calls,  358  were  made  free  of  charge  or  at  a 
reduced  fee.  It  remains  the  policy  of  the  Agency  that  no 
one  is  refused  service  because  of  inability  to  pay.  Fees  are 
scaled  or  care  is  provided  on  a  no  charge  basis  when 
necessary. 

Currently  27  children  are  enrolled  in  our  Well  Child 
Clinic.  Clinics  are  held  twice  a  month  and  arestaffed  by  a 
Pediatrician  and  a  Pediatric  Nurse  Practitioner  as  well  as 
Agency  nurses.  Children  from  birth  to  6  years  of  age  are 
seen  on  a  regular  schedule  for  physical  examinations, 
immunizations,  blood  tests,  counseling,  developmental 
testing,  vision  and  hearing  screening,  urinetestsand  lead 
screening.  In  addition  children  between  the  ages  of  3and 
6  are  seen  twice  a  year  at  our  Dental  Clinic  by  Dental 
Hygienists  employed  by  the  state.  The  children  are 
referred  to  local  dentists  for  treatment  when  necessary  at 
no  cost  to  the  family. 

In  May,  working  with  the  North  Hampton  Extension 
Group  a  well  attended  Health  Fair  was  held.  In  addition  to 
this  anyone  may  come  into  our  office  between  8  AM  and  4 
PM  for  a  free  blood  pressure  check,  diet  counseling  or  to 
discuss  any  health  problems  which  may  be  concerning 
them. 

Our  staff  consists  of  6  full  time  R.N.'s,  3  part  time 
R.N.'s,  a  Physical  Therapist,  a  full  time  Aide,  a  full  time 
Secretary/Bookkeeper  and  additional  part  time  typing 
help  as  the  need  arises.  We  also  contract  with  the  Area 
Homemaker/Home  Health  Aide  Agency  which  enables 
us  to  provide  aides  and  homemakers  to  the  local 
residents  when  needed.

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NORTH  HAMPTON  MOSQUITO  COMMISSION 

The  North  Hampton  Mosquito  Control  District  had  a 
successful  season  in  1979.  Efforts  at  mosquito  control 
were  concentrated  on  the  salt  marsh  mosquito,  the  type 
which  accounts  for  about  90%  of  our  problem.  With 
excellent  control  programs  in  our  neighboring  towns,  we 
were  able  to  realize  marked  reduction  in  mosquito  popu- 
lations. 

The  exceptionally  dry  spring  and  summer  resulted  in 
smaller  than  normal  breeding  patterns  in  North  Hamp- 
ton's freshwater  sites. 

During  the  summer,  Rye  conducted  an  experimental 
program  involving  the  altering  of  a  small  section  of  salt 
marsh  to  see  if  effective  mosquito  control  can  be  brought 
about  by  this  means.  North  Hampton  contributed 
financially  to  this  program.  Although  results  will  not  be 
known  for  some  time,  it  is  hoped  that  ultimately,  such 
projects  will  enable  us  to  stop  using  insecticides  on  the 
salt  marsh.  As  laws  dealing  with  the  application  of  chemi- 
cals to  the  environment  become  more  stringent, mos- 
quito control  via  the  alteration  of  breeding  sites  may 
become  an  important  alternative. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  will  leave  my  position  as 
supervisor  of  the  North  Hampton  mosquito  control 
program  at  the  end  of  the  season.  The  experience  has 
been  rewarding,  and  I  have  enjoyed  working  with  the 
members  of  the  Commission  during  the  past  three  years.

HIGHWAY  SAFETY  COMMISSION 

TOWN  OF  NORTH  HAMPTON 

Your  Commission  met  regularly  through  the  year 
and  continued  work  on  several  ongoing  projects.  Among 
these  are:  (1)  the  problem  of  automobilescutting  through 
the  Shopping  Cener  parking  lot  to  avoid  the  light,  (2) 
inadequate  walkways  for  children  and  others  on  the  north 
side  of  the  B  &  M  RR  bridge  on  101-D,  (3)  safety  of 
entrance  of  North  Road  to  US-1,  and  the  parking  and 
backing  problem  at  the  State  parking  lot  at  the  beach. 
These  were  also  reviewed  by  the  State  Safety  Surveil- 
lance Team.  These  problems  have  not  been  resolved  as 
yet. 

We  were  abletoaccomplish  the  making  of  the  road  at 
the  top  of  the  hill  outside  Centennial  Hall  one  way  west 
bound,  and  the  road  at  the  bottom  one  way  east  bound  - 
thus  relieving  a  dangerous  situation  at  the  intersection  of 
101-D  and  Post  Road. 

The  Citizen's  Community  Evaluation  Report  reques- 
ted public  posting  of  which  were  Town  and  which  State 
roads.  The  State  has  jurisdiction  over  US-1,  US-1-A,  101- 
D  (Atlantic  Ave.),  151  (Post  Road),  Walnut  Ave.,  Winnicut 
Road,  Mill  Road  (from  101-D  south  only),  Hobbs  Road, 
and  "Centennial  Road"  (small  circular  road  by  Centen- 
nial Hall).  The  Town  maintains  jurisdiction  over  the  other 
roads  in  Town. 

We  are  currently  concerned  about  the  safety  of 
school  children  and  others  riding  bikes  along  our  roads, 
but  particularly  along  101-D  (Atlantic  Ave.).  A  State  study 
of  this  bikeway  is  being  conducted.  We  will  keep  the 
Town  informed. 

We  welcome  input  from  townspeople  regarding 
highway  safety  problems  we  may  not  be  addressing.  Get 
in  touch  with  any  member  of  the  Selectmen.

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AUDITOR'S  OPINION 

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various 
funds  and  the  general  long-term  debt  group  of  accounts  of  the 
North  Hampton  School  District  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  1979  listed  in  the  foregoing  table  of  contents.  Our  examina-

ples, is  not  included  in  this  financial  report. 

In  our  opinion,  the  financial  statements  listed  in  the  afore- 
mentioned table  of  contents  present  fairly  the  financial  position 
of  the  various  funds  and  the  general  long-term  debt  group  of 
accounts  of  the  North  Hampton  School  District  at  June  30, 1979 
and  the  results  of  operations  and  the  changes  in  fund  balances 
of  such  funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

Dear  Dr.  Hamilton: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  and  the 
residents  of  North  Hampton  my  seventh  report  as 
principal  of  the  North  Hampton  Elementary  School. 

This  past  year  has  been  both  a  rewarding  one  and  a 
frustrating  one.  We  have  seen  some  exceptional  suc- 
cesses with  handicapped  children.  We  have  had  good 
success  with  non-English  speaking  children.  Curriculum 
changes  have  been  rewarding.  Our  band  and  chorus 
groups  continue  to  expand.  Our  sports  teams  have  been 
successful.  And  most  of  thetimeourchildren  have  smiles 
on  their  faces. 

The  frustration  comes  in  not  being  successful  with  all 
handicapped  children.  The  frustration  also  comes  when 
other  children  are  not  successful  and  we  cannot  find  the 
"magic  turn  on"  button.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  North 
Hampton  School  is  alone  or  unique  with  this  problem.  It 
may  be  that  we  are  more  aware  of  the  problems  than 
others  and  perhaps  the  staff  at  North  Hampton  expects 
too  much  of  itself.  I  am  sure  that  we  would  not  want  it  any 
other  way.  It  would  be  tragic  to  be  in  a  school  that  threw 
up  its  collective  hands  and  said,  "We  can't  do  any  more."  I 
am  pleased  that  the  North  Hampton  School  has  a  staff 
that  cares  and  is  willing  to  putforth  morethan  is  required. 

This  year  we  have  done  a  considerable  amount  of 
work  on  our  grounds  and  buildings.  We  have  completed 
one  half  of  a  two  year  hot-top  program.  We  are  in  our 
second  year  of  revitalizing  our  lawns  and  playing  fields. 
Weare continuing  ourfouryear outside  painting  rotation. 
This  year  we  will  present  the  last  part  of  our  program  to 
convert  the  lighting  fixtures  in  our  classrooms  to  the 
more  economical  fluorescent  fixtures.  Perhaps  most 
exciting  is  the  generous  gift  from  the  Fuller  Foundation 
that  has  supplied  our  playground  with  many  pieces  of 
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playground  equipment  as  well  as  picnic  tables  and  park 
benches.  We  (parents)  just  beat  the  frost  and  have 
installed  the  playground  equipment.  The  tables  and 
benches  will  be  put  in  place  in  the  Spring. 

It  is  my  belief  that  staff  and  the  community  have 
provided  their  children  with  excellent  opportunities  for 
learning.  I  believe  thatthechildren  have  responded  to  the 
challenges  and  the  children  of  North  Hampton  will 
continue  to  be  among  the  best  educated  and  most  well 
rounded  children  in  our  country. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you,  the 
community  of  North  Hampton,  the  North  Hampton 
School  Board,  and  all  the  staff  at  our  school  for  work  that 
has  been  done  for  the  young  people  of  North  Hampton.

I  submit,  herewith,  my  annual  report  for  your  School 
District. 

In  my  opinion  the  North  Hampton  Elementary 
School  goes  a  long  way  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the 
majority  of  your  children.  Any  institution  should  be 
continuously  evaluated  in  terms  of  goals  and  achieve- 
ments as  the  North  Hampton  Elementary  School  is  each 
year. 

This  evaluation  is  done  by  various  methods.  The 
most  substantive  in  terms  of  hard  data  are  the  testing 
programs  and  the  later  performance  of  your  students  at 
Winnacunnet  High  School. 

Input  by  you  as  citizens  of  North  Hampton  is  listened 
to  by  your  School  Board  and  staff  members  and  fed  into 
the  evaluative  process. 

All  of  this  is  formally  brought  together  by  the  School 
Administrative  Unit  #21  Accountability  Plan.  Assess- 
ments are  accomplished  and  adjustments  in  curriculum 
and  staffing  are  made  by  your  School  Board.  A  copy  of 
this  plan  will  be  forwarded  to  you  at  your  request. 

Educating  handicapped  children  continues  to  cause 
us  problems  as  we  adjust  to  federal  and  state  legislation, 
court  rulings,  and  decisions  by  various  appeal  boards. 

Public  school  kindergarten,  home  economics,  and 
industrial  arts  are  areas  that  bear  monitoring  in  your 
District.  I  have  to  date  not  been  able  to  discern  a  percep- 
tion of  need  by  you  or  staff  members  in  these  possible 
offerings. 

As  I  have  written  before,  your  school  is  a  good 
school.  Under  the  leadership  of  your  Board,  efforts  are 
being  made  to  make  it  better.  Your  assistance  in  this 
process  is  requested  and  appreciated.
